The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
Applicant's indication that the materials of the invention are found in the disclosure at 
the cited places obviate the rejections. The prior art fails to show or fairly suggest an 
electronic component comprising a substrate, a plate-shaped element with different 
coefficients of linear expansion in orthogonal directions further including a 
solder sealing frame and a frame shaped electrode.
